It it suggested hj the Albany Ete- 
ning Journal that the Missouri compromise 
litte be ref wed, and that counties be made 
liable for the value of slates rescued by ti- 
olen<fe • and It is reported by the telegraph, 
(though we do not credit it,) that Mr. Sew- 
ard will propose the remal of the Missouri 
compromise tine, with its extension to. the 
Pacific. 


It is. quite certain that if it be attempted 


to embody these suggestions into proposi- 
tions, by any considerable number of re- 
poblifans, there will be those who will if. 
pudiate thin action. We believe the Urge 
mass or republicans in the north-west are 
eonvine«d~Jtbat the constitution contains, as 
it stands, nil the compromises npon the sub- 
ject of slavery, which they would be willing 
ta aceept.

The revival and extension of the Missou- 


ri compromise line wj..!d not be accept- 
able, because it, in affect, «stablishe» slave* 
ry south of the line; whereas, the republi- 
can doctrine ia that Congress shall prohibit 
slavery from all the territory of the coun- 
try. 
We have fought the presidential bat- 


tle upon that issue, and the people have de- 
cided ia our favor—after winning the bat- 
tie it is not policy, nor ia it right to yield 
one-half of the, victory. We are the more 
indisposed to do this, because this compro- 
mise was once tried, under the most sol 
enn assurances that it should be perpetual, 
and tbe south, by the aid of a few northern 
doughfaces, violated it, and opened anew 
th« Slavs ry agitation. They have not kept 
faith with the north, in this respeot, and we 
are not wise if we again trust them.

the' Missouri compromise remain in the 
grave where Douglas and bis southern al- 
lies buried it. 


The proposition to pay for rescued slaves 


is not to be thought of. It is repugnant to 
justice. It would stir up strife and agita- 
tion, as it is not possible to enforce a slave 


, tax*without bringing up for discussion the 
whole subject of slavery. Let it be re mem 
oerat-tliat the imposition of a tax, nol 
founded npon the plainest principles of jns 
lice and expediency, is ever attended with 


< bitter opposition.

these propositions; not that there is an; 
probability of their adoption, but their pn 
sentation by prominent republicans is a

We want no com 
promises upon the subject of slavery. On 
platform of principles is already sufficient

It requires three-fourths of the states to 
agree to an amendment before it can be 
adopted as a part of the constitution. It

Of the President's MeutAge. 


After aUu<%g to tbe great commercial, 


agricultural aid other material prosperities 
of the country, the President asks: Why is 
t, then, that discontent now so extensively 
prevails, and the union of the states, which 
s tbe source of all these blessings, is threat- 
ened with destruction ? The long-continu- 
d and intemperate interference of the not* 
hern people, with the qnestionof slavery in 
he southern states has at lungth produced' 
ta natural effect. The different sections of 
he union are now arrayed against each oth- 
er, and the time haa arrived,>so airdh dread- 
ed by the Father of his Country, when hos- 
lie geographical parties have been formed, 
[his does not proceed solely from the claim 
on the part of congress or the territorial 
egislature to exclude slavery from the ter- 
ritories, nor from the efforts of the different 
states to defeat tbe execution of the fugitive 
slave law; but the immediate peril arises 
ram incessant and violent agitation of the 
slavery question in the north for the last 
quarter of a century which has produced its 
malign influence on tbe slaves, and inspires 
them with vague notionsof freedom. 
Hence 


a sense of security no longer eiiats around 
,be family attar. This feeling of peace at 
lome haa given place to apprehension of 
servile insurrection. Many a matron thro'- 
out the south retires at night in dread of 
what may befaftherself ana children, before 
the morning. Should this apprehension ol 
domestic danger extend and intensify itself 
until it shall pervade the masses of the 
southern people, then disunion will become 
inevitable. Self-preservation is the first law 
of nature, and no political union, however 
fraught with blessings and benefits in all 
other respects, can long continue, if the ne 
cesaary consequence be to render tbe homes 
and fire-sides of nearly half the parlies to 
it habitually and hopelessly insecure. Soon- 
er or later the bonds of such a union must 
be severed. It is my conviction tbat tbis 
fatal period has not yet arrived. 


After referring to the incessant agitation 


against slavery at the north tor the last 
twenty-five years, both by tbe press and the 
people, and asserting tbat the time of con- 
gress ia occupied with violent speeches on 
tbis never-ending subject, he remarks:— 
How easy would it be for the American 
people to settle tbe slavery question forever 
and restore peace and harmony to tbis dis- 
tracted country. It can be done by letting 
tbe stave states alone, and permitting then 
to manage their own state affairs, an they 
only are responsible before God for slaver 
existing among them, and with which the 
north nag no more right to interfere than 
with the similar institutions in Russia or 
Brazil; and the President stilt relies on the 
S 


iod sense and forbearance of the people 
e alleges tbat H is out of the power of an? 


President to accomplish but tittle ; which 
leads him to observe that'the election o 
any one of onr fellow-citizens to" the office 
of President does, not in Stitelf afford jus 
cause- for dissolving the union. The late 
election having been held in strict confor 
mity with the provisions of the Constitu 
tion, does not jnstlfy a Devolution to deatro; 
this very Constitution. Reason, justice am 
regard for the Constitution, ail require tha 
we shall wait for some overt aud dangerous 
act on the part of tbe President elect before 
resorting to snch a remedy. 


Mr. Buchanan refers to the fact tbat the 


President's province is not to make but to 
execute the taws. It ia alleged as one cause 
for immediate secession, tbat tbe southern 
states are denied equal rights with the otb 
er states in the common territory. But by 
wbat authority are these denied ? Not b; 
congress, which has never passed, anil I be 
lieve never will pass any act to exclude alav 
eryfrotn these territories j and certain!j 
nDt by the supreme court, which haa sol 
emnly decided tbat slaves are property, and 
like all other property, their owners have a 
right to take them into the common terito 
ries, and hold them tbere under the protec 
tion of tbe constitution. The anticipations 
that congress may pass some law obnox 
ious is no good reason for dissolution. 


The President reasserts tbe power qf con 


gross over property in tbe territories, ant 
tbe sacred rights of property are recogniz 
od by the constitution, 


The most palpable violation of oonatitu 


tional duty which has yet been committed 
consists in the acts of different state Icgisla 
lures to defeat tbe excutton of tbe fugitiv- 
slave law. It ought to be remembered how 
sver, that, for these acts, neither cougres 
or any President can justly be held respon 
sible. Having been passed in violation o 
tha federal constitution, they are, therefore 
null and void. It will be the duty of th 
next President, aa it has been my own, to 
act with vigor in executing the fugitive 
slave law against confirmed enactments o 
state legislatures. We nre not to presume 
in advance tbat be will violate bis duty 
which would be at war with every principle 
of justice. 
I^et us wait for the overt act 


The fugitive slave law haa been carriei 


into execution in every contested case since 
tbe commencement of the present adminis 
tration. Let us trust that tbe state legis 
latures will repeal their unconstitutional 
aud obnoxious enactments. 
Unless thi 


shall be done without any unnecessary de- 
lay, it is impossible for any human powe 
to save the Union; and the southern state 
have a right to demand tbis act of justice 
from tbe northern states, Should this bo 
refused, the injured states, after having 
first used all peaceful means to obtain re 
dress, would be justified in revolutionur 
resistance to the government of tbe Union 
. The alleged principle, that as each state 
became a party to tbe Union by tbe vote o 
its own people assembled in convention, so 
any one of them may retire from the Union 
in a similar manner, by the vote of sue! 
convention, is wholly inconsistent with th 
history as well AS tbe character of the Fed 
«ral Constitution. 


He than rehearses a portion of Genera 


Jackson's messages of 11)33, relative to the 
nullification ordinance of South Carolina 
and says this government was intended by 
its founders to be perpetual, and not to be 
annulled at the pleasure of any one of the 
contracting parties. 


Tbc president then enumerates the powers 


conferred on congress by tbe Federal gov 
eminent and that these powers'may be el 
fectual, it also possesses the right to lay and 
collect all import duties and other taxes 
and has adopted effectual means to restrait 
the states from interfering. In order stil 
further to secure uninterrupted exercise o 
those high powers against state interposi 
tion, it is provided that tbis Constitution 
and the laws of the United States whicl 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and al 
treaties made;.or which shall be made, un 
der the authority of $e United States, shall 
be the supreme law qf tbe land, and the 
judges in every state shall be bound thereby 
anything ia tbe constitution or laws of any 
state or territory to the contrary notwith- 
standing. The government created^by the 
Constitution, and deriving its authority from 
the sovereign people of each of tbe several 
states, has precisely the same right to exer- 
cise its power over tie people of all these 
states in tbe enumerated cases, that, each 
one of them possesses over subjects not del- 
egated to the United States, but reserved to 
the states respectively, or to the people. To 
the extent of the delegated powers the Con- 
stitution of the United States is as much a 
part of the Constitution of each state and is 
as binding on its people, as though it had 
been actually inserted therein. 


This government, therefore, is a great 


and powerful government, invested with all 
the attributes of sovereignty over tbe spe- 
cial tttbjtcti to which its authority extends, 


t may be asked, then, are the people of the 
state without redress against the tyranny 
and oppression of the federal government? 
iy ao means. 
The rightof reii|tance on 


the part of the government, cannot be de- 
nied. It exists iMepeadsntly xrf all con- 
stitutions,, and hat been exefaiset at all pe- 
riods of the-world's bifltory. '-Bat the dis- 
tinction must ever be observed, that this is 
revolution against an established govern- 
ment, and not a voluntary secession from 
if by virlwf <rf «rfri lahe&nt constUuttunal 
right-

In short, let us look the danger fairly in 


;he face. Secession is nothing more nor 
less than revolution. -It may or it may not 
ae justifiable revolution; but still" it is a 
revolution. 


Wbat, ia the tnessatime, ia the responsi- 


bility and true posftioo of the executive? 
Be is bound to take care that the laws be 
Faithfully executed, and from this obliga- 
tion he cannot be absolved by any human 
power. But what if the performance of 
ibis duty in whole or in part has been ren- 
dered Impracticable by events over whichi 
be could nave exercised no control ? Such, 
at the present moment, ia the case through- 
out tbe state of South Carolipa, so far as 
the laws of the United States secure tbe 
administration of justice by means of the 
federal judiciary are concerned. All the 
federal officers within its limits through 
whose agencies alone these laws can be car- 
ried Into execution, have already resigned. 
We no longer have a district judge, a dis- 
trict attorney or marshal iu South Carolina. 
In fact, the whole machinery of the federal 
government necessary for the distribution 
of remedial justice among the people has 
been demolished, and it would be difficult, 
if not impossible, to replace it. The only 
acts of congress on the statute book bear- 
ing on this subject are those of '28th of 
February, 1795, and 3d of March, 1807. 
These authorize the president, after he shall 
have ascertained that the marshal with hid 
posse contitatus is unable to execute civil 
or criminal process in any particular case 
to call forth th* militia nnd employ the ar 
my and navy to aid him in performing this 
service, having first by -proclamation com- 
manded the insurgents to disperse or retire 
peaceably to their respective abodes within 
a reasonable time. 


This duty cannct by any possibility be 


performed in a state where no judicial au- 
thority exists to issue process, and where 
there is no marshal to execute it and where 
even if there were such an officer, the en 
tire population would constitute one solit 
combination to resist him. Congravi alone 
has power to decide whether the present 
laws can or cannot be amended so us to 
carry out more effectually the objects of the 
constitution. 


The revenue still continues to be collectei 


aa heretofore at the custom house at Charles 
ton, and should the collector unfortunate)] 
resign, a successor may be appointed to per 
form tbis duty. It is not believed that on; 
attempt will be made to expel tbe United 
States from its' property there by force, bu 
if in this I should prove to be mistaken 
the officers in. command of the forts havi 
received orders lo act strictly on the defen 
sive. In such a contingency the respohs! 
bility for consequences would rightfully res 
upon the heads of the assailants. 


In reference to recognizing a seceding 


state as an independent government by thi 
President, be says tbat would be a nakec 
act of usurpation on his port, and it is his 
duty to submit to congress the whole ques 
tion in all its bearings. The probability o 
an emergency soon arising when congress 
well becall on to decide the question wheth 
er it possesses power to compel a state b 
remain in tbe Union, authorizes hi") to ex 
K 


ess the opinion that no such power 'has 
en delegated to congress or to any other 


departments of the federal government. I 
is evident tbat this is not among the specif 
ic and enumerated powers granted to con 
gross, and it is equally apparent that its ex 
ercise ia not necessary ana proper for car 
rying into execution any one of these pow 
ers. 


The President declares that to maku war 


upon 4 State is at variance with the spirit o 
the constitution, After haviqg conquored & 
state, how are we to govern it 1 We conli 
not govern it by despotic power, nor could 
we by physical force compel its people tc 
elect a senator and representative, and per 
form all other duties appertaining to en in 
dependent state. 


The fact ia that our union rests upon 


public opinion and can never be cementec 
by the blood of its citizens shed in civi 
war. If it cannot live in the affeclions'o 
its people, it must one day perish. Con 
gross possesses many means of preserving 
it by conciliation, but tbe sword is no 
placed in their hands to preserve it by force 
but may I be permitted solemnly to invoke 
my countrymen to pause and deliberate 
before they determine to destroy this, the 
grandest temple which has ever been dedi 
caled to human freedom since the Work 
began \ It has • been consecrated by the 
blood of onr fathers, by the glories of the 
past, and by th* hopes of the future. The 
union haa already made its the most pros 
perons, and ere long will, If preserved, ren 
der ui the moat powerful nation on the face 
of the earth, 
Iu every region of the globe 


the title of American citiaen is held iu the 
highest respect, and when pronounced in a 
foreign land, it causes the hearts of onr 
countrymen to swell with honest pride.— 
Surely, when we reach the brink of the 
yawning abyss we shall recoil with horroi 
from the fatal plunge. By such a dreac 
catastrophe the hopes of the fricnda of 
freedom throughout the world would ba de 
stroyed, and a long night of leaden despot 
ism would enshroud the nations. 


Our example for more than eighty rears 


would not only be lost, bnt It would be quo 
ted as a conclusive proof that man is unfit 
for self-government. 


The slavery question, like everything hu- 


man, will have its day. I firmly believe 
that it has already reached and passed the 
culminating point; bnt if ia the midst ol 
the existing excitement the union shal 
perish, the evil may then become irrepara- 
ble. 
Congress can contribute muck to 


avoid it bv proposing and recommending 
to the legislatures of the several state1] the 
remedy for existing evils, which the consti- 
tution has itself provided for its own pres 
ervation.

Are conse' 
quently null and void.

Such an explavatory amendment would; 


it is believed, forever terminate the existing 
dissensions, and restore peace and harmony 
among the states.

C09EPROMISRS. 


We hear of various compromises for the 


settlement of the slavery question, propos- 
ed by republicans, at Washington and else- 
where. It is suggested by the Albany Eve- 
ning Journal that the Missouri compromise 
line be revived, and that counties be made 
liable for the value of slaves rescued by vi- 
olence; and it is reported by the telegraph, 
(though we do not credit it,) that Mr. Sew- 
ard will propose the revival of the Missouri 
compromise line, with its extension to the 
Pacific. 


It is. quite certain that if it be attempted 


to embody these suggestions into propose 
tious, by any considerable number of re- 
publicans, there will be those who will re. 
piidiate this action. We believe the large 
mass of republicans in the north-west are 
convincecTtba't the "constitution contains, as 
it stands, all the compromises upon the sub- 
ject of slavery, which they would be willing 
to accept. 


The revival and extension of the Misso» 


ri compromise line w^/.iid not be accept- 
able, because it, in effect-establishes slave 
ry south'.of the line: whereas, the republi- 
can doctrine is that Congress shall prohibit 
slavery from all the, territory of the coun- 
try. We have fought the presidential bat- 
tle upon that issue, and the people have de- 
cided in our favor—after winning the bat- 
tle it is not policy, nor is it right to yield 
one-half of the victory. We are the more 
indisposed to do this, because this compro- 
mise was once tried, under the most sol- 
.emu assurances that it should be perpetual 
and the south, by the aid of a few northern 
doughfaces, violated it, and opened anew 
the slavery agitation. They have not kept 
faith with the north, in this respect, and we 
are not wise if we again trust them. Let 
the Missouri compromise remain in the 
grave where Douglas and his southern al 
lies buried it. 


The proposition to pay for rescued slaves 


is not to be thought of. It is repugnant to 
justice. It would stir np strife and agita 
tion, as it is not possible to enforce a slave 
.tax-without bringing up for discussion thi 
whole subject of slavery. 
Let it be ramem 


bered that the imposition : of e. tax, no 
founded upon .the plainest principles of jus 
tice and expediency, is ever attended wit! 
bitter opposition. We have no-apprehen 
sion that this proposition will be looked up 
on with favor.

We look, with some misgivings, upon 


these propositions; not that there is any 
probability of their adoption, but their pre 
sentation by prominent republicans is 
sign of weakness in the knees or the back 
. or some other portion of the body of th 
great republican party. We want no com 
•promises upon the subject of slavery. On 
platform of principles is already sufficieu1 


ly conservative—it will not bear further d 
lution—a bargain which gives up half of ou 
ground, an<3 yields the whole principle tha 
it is the duty of congress to prohibit slave 
ry from all the territories of the republic 
canuot be otherwise than fatal to our party 


We want unity of action, and the duty o 


- consultation amoag republicans'at Wash 
ington should not be forgotten. No man 


:..however eminent among us, should make 
' movement in congress, in advance of sue 
mutual consultation as is usual, and we d 
'not believe it-will be done. 


The most that is needed now is patienc 


and a calm reliance upon our principles 
They are right, patriotic and national. Th 
people of the whole country will ackuow! 


;--edge this, when they are assured that w 


mean to do -what we profess—no more, no 
710 less. Let us stand firm—make no com 
'promises—fulfill to the letter all of our eon 
stitutibnal obligations, and then there wi 
be no dissolution of the Union and uo se 
cession.- South Carolina may swear, for 
time, that she is out of the Union, bu 
while the national revenues are 'collected 
(which can be done in the harbors of th 
state,) and no effort is made to take posses 
sesion of the forts, that state is, practical!; 
as much in the Union as she ever was.— 


'.' Her.position has already become ridiculous 


and.her members were laughed, at whe 
they declined to rote in congress on th 
first day of thti session. As the folly of se 
cession becomes more and more apparen 
the supporters of it will gradually fall o£ 
and the "sober second thought" of th 
southern people will bring things all righ 
Again we say to republicans, let us rest i 
patience and calmly accept the destin; 
whatever that may be, which awaits us i 
the advocacy of all our cherished princ 
pies.

r, and the time-has arrived,iso mndhdread- 
d by the Father of his Country, when hos- 
ile geographical parties have been formed. 
?his does not proceed solely from the claim 
n the part of congress or the 'territorial- 
egislature to exclude slavery from the ter- 
itories, nor from the efforts of the different 
tates to defeat the execution of the fugitive 
lave law ; but. the immediate peril arises 
rom-incessant and violent agitation of the 
lavery question in tile: north for the • last 
quarter of.a century which has produced.its 
malign influence on the slaves,'and inspires 
hem with vague notions of freedom. Hence 
a sense of security no longer exists around 
he family altar.: This feeling-of peace at 
tome has given place to apprehension of 
iervjle insurrection,... Many a matron thro'- 
out the south retires at night in dread of 
what 'may befallherself -and childrea before 
he morning. Should this apprehension of 
domestic danger extend and intensify itself 
until it shall pervade' the masses of the 
southern people, then disunion, will become 
nevitable. Belt-preservation is.the first law 
of nature, and no political union, however 
raught with blessings aud benefits, in all 
other respects, can long continue, if the ne- 
cessary consequence be to render the homes 
and fire-sides of nearly half the parties to 
t habitually:and hopelessly insecure. Soon- 
er or later the bonds of such a union must 


severed. It is my conviction that this 


'atal period has not yet arrived. 


After referring^ the incessant agitation 


against slavery at the north for tha last 
;wenty-five years/ both by the press arid'th 
people, and asserting that the time' of con 
jress is occupied with violent speeches oh 
;his never-ending subject, he remarks:— 
How easy would it be'. for the American 
people to settle the slavery question forever 
and restore peace and,.harmony to this dis 
tracted country. It can.be done by letting^ 
the slave staites alone, and permitting then: 
to manage their own state affairs, as the; 
only are responsible before'God for slaver; 
existing among them, and- with which.the 
north nas no more right to interfere than 
with the similar institutions in Russia or 
Brazil; and the President still relies on the

iod sense and .forbearance of the people 
e alleges that it is oilt'Sf the power of any 


President to accomplish- bnt^'little ; which 
leads him to observe that".'-.the. .election o 
any one of .our fellow-citizensj to'-'the office 
of President "does.: not': in itself'afford jus 
cause - for dissolving the union.

like all other property, their owners have 
right to take them into the common "terito 
ries, and hold them there under the protec 
tion of tie constitution.' The anticipation 
that congress may pass some law . obnox 
ions is np good reason "for dissolution. 


The President reasserts the power t}f can 


gr'ess over property in the territories, anc 
the sacred rights of property are recogniz 
ed by the constitution, 


The moat palpable violation.of conatitc 


'tional duty which has yet been committee 
consists in the acts of different state legisla 
lures to defeat the excution of the fugitiv 
slave law. It ought to be remembered how 
over, that, for these aata, neither congres 
or any President can justly be held respon 
sible. Having been passed in violation o 
the federal constitution, they are, therefore 
null and void. It will be the duty of th 
next President, as it has been my own, t 
act with vigor .in executing the•-fngitiv' 
slave law against confirmed enactments o 
state legislatures. We are not to presnm 
in advance that he will violate his -duty 
which would be.at war with;every principl 
of justice. .Let us wait-for the overt act 


.The fugitive slave law has been came 


into execiition in every contested case sine 
the commencement bf the'present adminis 
tration. 
Let us trust that the state legis

He than rehearses a portion of Genera 


Jackson's messages of 1833, relative to th 
'nullification ordinance of South Carolina 
and says this government was intended b 
its founders to be perpetnal, and not to b 
annulled at the pleasure of any one of th 
contracting parties. . 


The president then enumerates 'the power 


conferred on congress by the Federal gov 
eminent, and" that these powers]|may be e: 
fectual, it alsp.possesses the right to Jay anc! 
collect all import duties and other taxes 
and has adopted .effectual means to restraii 
the states from interfering. In order stil 
further to secure uninterrupted exercise o 
those high powers against state interposi 
tion, it is provided that this Constitution 
and the la'ws of the United States whicl 
shall be made in pursnance thereof, and al 
treaties made,T-or which shall be made, un 
der the authority of the United States, shal 
be the supreme law of the land, and the 
jndges in evefy'state shall be bound thereby 
anything in .the constitution; or laws; of an; 
state or territory to the contrary notwith 
standing. The government created by the 
Constitution, and deriving its authority fron 
the sovereign people of each of the severa 
slates, has precisely the same right to eier 
cise its power over the people of all these 
states in the enumerated cases,: that., each 
one of them possesses over subjects not del 
egated to the United States, but reserved to 
the states respectively, or to the people. To 
the extent of the delegated powers the Con 
stitution of the United States is as much a 
part of the. Constitution of each itate and is 
as binding on'its people, as though, it. had 
been actually inserted therein.

This government, therefore, is a greal 
and powerful government, invested with al! 
the attributes of sovereignty ov«f the spe- 
cial subjects to.which ill authority extendi. 


t may be asked, then, are the pe'ople of the 
tate witbont redress against the tyranny 
ndiOppresaion of/$he federal government? 
5y no means. 
The rightiof resistance on

What, in the m€antime,. is the responsi- 


)ility and true' position of the executive? 
He is bound to take care that the laws be 
7aithfnlly executed, and from this obliga- 
tion he cannot be absolved by any human 
sower. But what if the performance of 
.his duty in whole or in part has been reri- 
iered impracticable by events over which 
ie could have exercised no control ? Such, 
at the present moment, is the case through- 
out.the state of'South'Carolina, so .far as 
:he laws of the United States secure the 
administratiori-rof justice^y. means of the 
federal judiciary are concerned. All the 
federal officers within its limits through 
whose agencies alone these laws can be car- 
ried into:executiqn,: have" already resigne_d. 
We no longer have a district judgey a dis- 
trict attorney or marshal in South Carolina. 
Iii fact, the whole machinery of the federal 
government necessary for the distribution 
of remedial justice among the people has 
been demolished, and it would be difficult, 
if not impossible, to replace it. .The only 
acts of congress'on the statute book bear- 
ing .on this subject are those of 28th of 
February", 1795, and 3d' of March, 1807. 
These authorize'the president, after he shall 
have ascertamed that the marshal with his 
posse coutitatus is unable to execute civil 
or criminal process in aoy particular case, 
to call.forth the militia and employ the ar- 
my and navy to aid him in performing this 
service, having first, by .proclamation com- 
manded the insurgents to disperse or retire 
peaceably to their respective abodes within 
a reasonable time. 
. ' 


This duty cannot by any" possibility be 


performed in a state where no judicial au- 
thority exists to issue process, and whete 
there ia no marshal to execute it and where 
even if there were such, an officer, the en 
tire population would Constitute one solic 
combination to resist him. Congrefiii alone 
has power .to decide .whether the proserrt 
laws can or caiinot.be ameuded so .as' to 
carry out more effectually the objects of the 
constitution.

duty to submit to congress the .whole ques 
tion in all its bearings. 
The probability o 


nn emergency-soon arising when congres 
well be call on to decide the question wheth 
er it possesses power to compel a state t< 
remain in the Union, authorizes hirn to ex 
press the opinion that no such power 'ha 
been delegated to congress or to any othe 
departments of the federal government. I 
is evident that this is not'among the speciJ 
ic and enumerated powers granted to con 
gress, and it is equally apparent that.its.ex 
ercise is not necessaryranrt proper for car 
rying into execution'any one of these pow 
ers.

The President declares that, to make wa 


upon a gtate is at variance -with the spirit o 
the constitution, . After haying conquered s 
state, how are we to govern it ? We coul' 
not govern it by despotic power, nor cpul 
we by physical force compel its people t 
elect a senator and representative, and per 
form all.other duties appertaining to an in 
dependent state. 


The fact is that our union rests upon 


public opinion and can never be cementec 
by the blood of its citizens shed in oivi 
war. If it cannot live in the affections'o 
its people, it must one day perish. Con 
gress possesses many means of preserving 
it by conciliation, -but the sword is no 
placed in their hands to preserve it by force 
but may I be permitted solemnly to invoki 
my countrymen -to pause and deliberati 
before they dete'rmine to destroy this, thi 
grandest temple which has ev»r been dedi 
cated to human freedom'since the work 
began 1 :It has-been consecrated by the 
blood-of our fathers, by the- glories of the 
past, and by the'hopes of tlie future. Th 
union has already made us the most pros 
perons, and ere long will, if preserved, ren 
der us the most powerful nation on the face 
of tho earth, In every region of the glob 
the title of American citizen is held iu th 
highest respect, and when pronounced in s 
foreign land, it causes the hearts of on 
countrymen to swell with honest pride.— 
Surely, when we reach the brink of thi 
yawning abyss we shall recoil with horro 
froni the fatal plunge. By such a dreac 
catastrophe the hopes pf the friends o 
freedom throughout the world would ba de 
stroyed, and a long night of leaden despot 
ism would enshroud the nations. 


Our example for more than eighty j'ean 


would not.only be lost, butit would be quo 
ted as a conclusive proof that: man is nnfi 
for self-government.

Mr. Redpath has opened a bureau in the 


Washington Building, (rooms 8 and 9,) 221 
Washington street, Boston, where the friends 
of'Hayti, and persons desiring information 
about it, may ascertain all the facts in rela- 
tion to this important project. 


We are informed that the government of 


Hayti instructed Mr. Redpath to make Bos- 
ton the sole port of shipment for the north- 
ern states, as a recognition of the character 
for anti-slavery fidelity which that city has 
earned both at home and abroad. 


"He has also received directions from the 


cabinet:this week, to extend a special invi- 
tation to Mrs. Leary, (the wife of the color- 
ed; man who fell at Harper's Ferry,) to make 
her home in Hayti, and offering her a home 
and a house there. 


Rev. Mr. Holly, of New Haven, a well- 


known and talented colored clergyman, has 
fceen appointed one of the travelling, agents 
of the bureau, and is now on his way to 
Philadelphia to offer to the exiles of South 
Carolina an invitation to make their future 


pudiate this action. We believe the large 
mass of republicans iu the north-west are 
conviuced that the constitution contains, as 
it stands, all the compromises upon the sub- 
ject of slavery, which they would be willing 
to. accept. 


The revival and exte-.i/iiu of the Missou- 


ri compromise line would not be accept- 
able, because it, in effect, establishes slave- 
ry south of the line; whereas, the republi- 
can doctrine is that Congress shall prohibit 
slavery from all the territory of the coun- 
try. 
We have fought the presidential bat- 


tle upon that issue, and the people have de- 
cided in our favor—after winning the bat- 
tle it is not policy, nor is it right to yield 
one-half of the victory. We are the more 
indisposed to do this, because this compro- 
mise was once tried, under the most sol- 
emn assurances that it should be perpetual, 
and the south, by the aid of a few northern 
doughfaces, violated it, and opened anew 
the slavery agitation. 
They have not kept 


faith with the north, in this respect, and we 
are.-not wise if we again trust them. Let 
the Missouri compromise remain in the 
grave where Douglas and his southern al- 
lies buried it. 


The proposition to pay for rescued slaves 


is not to be thought of. It is repugnant to 
justice. 
It would stir up strife and agita- 


tion, as it is not possible to enforce a slave 
tax without bringing up for discussion the 
whole subject of slavery. Let it be remem- 
bered that the imposition of a tax, not 
foundftd upon the plainest principles of jus- 
tice and expediency, is ever attended with 
bitter opposition. 
We have no apprehen- 


sion that this proposition will be looked up- 
ou with favor. 


We look, with some misgivings, upon 


these propositions; not that there is any 
probability of their adoption, but their pre- 
sentation by prominent republicans is a 
sign of weakness in the knees or the back, 
or some other portion of the body of the 
great republican party. 
We want no com- 


promises upon the subject of slavery. 
Our 


platform of principles is already sufficient- 
ly conservative—it will not bear further di- 
lution—-a bargain which gives tip half of our 
ground, and yields the whole principle that 
it is tine duty of congress to' prohibit slave- 
ry from all the territories of the republic, 
cannot be otherwise than fatal to our party. 


We want unity of action, and the duty of 


consultation among republicans at Wash- 
ington should not be forgotten. No man, 
however eminent among us, should make a 
movement in congress, in advance of such 
mutual consultation as is usual, and we do 
not believe it will be done. 


The most that is needed now is patience 


and a calm reliance upon our principles. 
They are right, patriotic and national. The 
people of the whole country will acknowl- 
edge this, when they are assured that we 
mean to do what we profess—no more, nor 
no less. Let us stand firm—make no com- 
promises—fulfill to the letter all of otir con- 
stitutional obligations, and then there will 
be no dissolution of the Union and no se- 
cession. South Carolina may swear, for a 
time, that she-is out of the Union, but 
while the national revenues are collected, 
(which can be done in the harbors of the 
state,) and no effort is made to take posses- 
sesion of the forts, that state is, practically, 
as much in the Union as she ever was.— 
Her position has already become ridiculous, 
and her members were laughed at when 
they declined to Tote in congress on the 


• first day of the session. 
As the folly of se- 


cession becomes more and more apparent, 
the supporters of it will gradually fall off, 
and the " sober second thought" of the 
southern people will bring things all right. 
Again we say to republicans, let us rest in 
patience and calmly accept the destiny, 
whatever that may be, which awaits us in 
the advocacy of all our cherished princi- 
ples. 


Hayti *nd Emigration. 


The New York Tribune contains various 


official documents in relation to Hayti and 
colored emigration. The first article is a 
circular "to the blacks, men of color, and 
Indians "of the United States and British 
North American Provinces," signed by 
James Redpath, as. general agent of emi- 
gration appointed by the government of 
Hayti, in which, in its name, he guarantees 
to air persons of the red and black races in 
America, who can prove a good character 
for industry and .integrity,, several very im- 
portant and liberal advantages, if they see 
.fit to seek a home in the republic of which 
President Geffrard is the enlightened aud 
patriotic chief. 


Among these offers and guarantees are: 


A free passage ; a free farm ; exemption 
from military duty; perfect religions free- 
dom ; equal civil and political rights with 
Haytians; the amplest protection ; a cor- 
dial welcome ; a nationality of their • own 
kindred ; free schools, sites for chapels, re- 
munerative work, and fair play in every 


way.

He invites all persons qualified to become 


citizens of Hayti to correspond with him, 
or visit the Haytian Bureau of Emigration 
'lit Boston '(bribe purpose of obtaining fur- 


homes in Hayti. 


'Other agents will immediately leave for 


Cincinnati and Southern Kansas to make 
similar propositions to the colored families, 
who have recently been banished from Tex- 
as and Arkansas. 


Preparations have been made on a scale 


large enough to settle 100,000 persons as 
soon as they shall offer. 


Mr. Buchanan's Proposition for Peace. 


Is old Mr. Buchanan demented ? 
Has 


he so far lost the natural force of his mind 
aa to suppose that his recommendation for 
an amendment of the constitution, recog 
nixing the right of property in slaves in 
the states and the duty of protecting this 
rieht in the territories, can ever be adopted ? 
It requires three-fourths of the states to 
agree to an amendment before it can be 
adopted as a part of the constitution. It 
can easily be ascertained how many states 
would vote for a_constitutional amendment 
making it the duty of congress to enact a 
slave code for the territories,which is Buck's 
proposition—the number would be precise- 
ly the same that cast their votes for Breckin- 
ridge, which was eleven—lacking oneof be- 
ing just half enough ! He also wants the 
right of property in slaves recognized by 
the nation, and the present fugitive slave 
law made a part of the constitution! 


The old gentleman thinks such an ex- 


planatory amendment would restore peace 
to the country. Instead of that the discus- 
sion of such a proposition would add im- 
mensely to the agitation of the slavery ques- 
tion. The pro-slavery politicians pretend 
to be exceedingly desirous of getting the 
negro out of our politics, but they are ever 
bringing him forward, when there appears 
to be a chance for his disappearance. 


When they repealed the Missouri compro- 


mise they began the present agitation ; and 
now that the people have decided to have 
no more slave territory, Mr. Buchanan pro 
poses to appeal back to the people, and ask 
them to reverse their decision, and thus to 
open up another four years of agitation on 
thia subject. Why can't we have, peace T 
For heavens sake, Mr. Buchanan, do no 
plunge the country into another violent anc 
bitter contest upon a subject, the natura 
effect of which you say is so dangerous to 
the welfare of the country and the safety o 
the southern people'at their homes and fire 
sides. The best way for all concerned 
to acquiesce in the will of the people, which 
has recently been so emphatically express 
ed, and come back to the doctrines of Jef 
ferson upon the subject; thus there woulc 
be peace and harmony in the land; the ev 
erlasting ebony gentlemen would disappea: 
from our politics, and we could get time t< 
attend to the material interests of the na 
lion. We entreat Mr. Buchanan not t< 
throw this fire brand of his into our midst 
but let the north have rest! Our peopl 
are tired of those pro-slavery politicians win 
cannot live without an eternal clatter abou 
the African. The north asks for quiet on 
the question which has already been so ef- 
fectually decided. We protest against this 
proposal to again array the two sections of 
the country against each other. Again we 
say, give us peace.

Of the President's Message. 


After alluding to the great commercial,' 


agricultural and other material prosperities 
of the country, the President asks : Why is 
it, then, that discontent now so extensively 
prevails, and the uniou of the states, 'which 
is the source of all these blessings, is threat- 
ened with destruction ? The long-continu- 
ed and intemperate interference of the nor- 
thern people with the question of slavery in 
the southern states has at lungth produced 
its natural effect. 
The different sections of 


the union are now arrayed against each oth- 
er, and the time has arrived, so much dread- 
d by the Father of his Country, when hos- 
,ile geographical parties have been formed. 
This does not proceed solely from the claim 
on the part of congress or the territorial 
legislature to exclude slavery from the ter- 
ritories, nor from the efforts of the different 
states to defeat the execution of the fugitive 
slave law ; but the immediate peril arises 
from incessant and violent agitation of the 
slavery question in the north for the last 
quarter of a century which has produced its 
malign influence on the slaves, and inspires 
them with vague notions of freedom. 
Hence 


a sense of security no" longer exists around 
the family altar. This feeling of peace at 
home has given place to apprehension of 
servile insurrection. Many a matron thro'- 
out the south retires at night in dread of 
what may befall herself and children before 
the morning. • Should this apprehension of 
domestic danger extend and intensify itself 
until it shall pervade the masses of the 
southern people, then disunion will become 
inevitable. Self-preservation is the firstlaw 
of nature, and no political union, however 
fraught with blessings and benefits in all 
other respects^ can long continue, if the ne- 
cessary consequence be to render the homes 
and fire-sides of nearly half the parties to 
it habitually and hopelessly insecure. Soon- 
er or later the bonds of such a union must 
be severed. It is ray conviction that this 
fatal period has not yet arrived. 


After referring to the incessant agitation 


against slavery at the north for tbe last 
twenty-five years, both by the press and the 
people, and asserting that the time of con- 
gress is occupied with violent speeches on 
this never-ending subject, he remarks:— 
low easy would it be for the American 
leople to settle the slavery question forever 
,nd restore peace and harmony to this dis- 
racted country. It can be done by letting 
he slave states alone, and permitting them 
o manage their own state affairs, as they 
)nly are responsible before God for slavery 
listing among them, and with which the 
iorth nas no more right to interfere than 
with the similar institutions in Russia or 
Jrazil; and the President still relies on the 
jood ssnse and forbearance of the people. 
Je alleges that it is out of the power of any 
President to accomplish but little ; which 
eads him to observe that the election of 
any one of our fellow-citizens to the office 
of -President does not in itself afford just 
cause for dissolving the union. The late 
election having "been held in strict confor- 
mity with the provisions of the ConstitU' 
tion, does not justify a revolution to destroy 
this very Constitution. Reason, justice and 
regard for the Constitution, all require that 
we shall wait for some overt aud dangerous 
act on the part of the President elect before 
•csorting to such a remedy. 


Mr. Buchanan refers to the fact that the 


President's province is not to make but to 
execute the laws. . It is alleged as one cause 
for immediate secession, that the southern 
states are denied equal rights with the oth- 
er states in the common territory. 
But by 


what authority are these denied ? Not by 
congress, which has never passed, and I be- 
lieve never will pass.any act to exclude slav- 
ery from these territories; aud certainly 
iiat by the supreme court, which has sol- 
emnly decided that slaves are property, and, 
like all other property, their owners have a 
right to take them into the common terito- 
ries, and hold them there under the protec- 
tion of the constitution.- The anticipations 
that congress may pass some law obnox- 
ious is no good reason for dissolution. 


The President reasserts the power of con- 


gress over property in the territories, and 
the sacred rights of property are recogniz- 
ed by the constitution. 


The most palpable violation of constitu- 


tional duty which has yet been committed, 
consists in the acts of different state legisla- 
tures to defeat the excntion of the fugitive 
slave law. It ought to be remembered how- 


It-may be:asked; thftny arethe peoplejof the- 
state without redress against the tyranny 
and oppression of the federal goyernment? 
By no means. 
The right of resistance on 


the part of the government, cannot be de- 
nied. It exists independently of all con- 
stitutions, and-has been exercised at all pe- 
riods of the world's history. But the dis- 
tinction must-ever be observed, that this is 
revolution against an established govern- 
ment, and not a voluntary secession from 
it by virtue of an inherent const!tutiunal 
right. - . . - - . . . ' . ' . 
. ' . . - • ; . 
In short, let ns look the danger fairly in 


the face. Secession is nothing more nor 
less than revolution. It may or it may not 
be. justifiable revolution; but still it is a 
revolution. 


What, in the meantime, is the responsi- 


bility and true position of the executive ? 
He is bound to take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed, and from this obliga- 
tion he cannot be absolved by any human 
power. But what if the performance 9f 
this duty in -whole or in part has been ren- 
dered impracticable by events over which 
he could have exercised no control ? Such, 
at the present moment, is the case through- 
out the state of Sonth Carolina, so far as 
the laws of the United States secure the 
administration of justice by means of the 
federal judiciary are concerned. All the 
federal officers within its limits through 
whose agencies alone these laws can be car- 
ried into execution, have already resigned. 
We no longer have a district judge, a dis- 
trict attorney or marshal in Sonth Carolina. 
In fact, the whole machinery of the federal 
government necessary for the distribution 
of remedial justice among the people has 
been demolished, nud it would be difficult, 
if not impossible, to replace it. The only 
acts of congress on the statute book' bear- 
ing on this subject are those of 28th of 
February, 1795, and 3d of March, 1807. 
These authorize the president, after he shall 
have ascertained that the marshal with his 
posse comitatus is unable to execute civil 
or criminal process in any particular case, 
to call forth the militia and employ the ar- 
my and navy to aid him in performing this

ever, that, for these acts, neither congress 
or any President can justly be held respon- 
sible. Having been passed in violation of 
the federal constitution, they are, therefore, 
null and void. It will be the duty of the 
next President, as it has been my own, to 
act with vigor in executing the fugitive 
slave law against confirmed enactments of 
state legislatures. We are not to presume 
in advance that he will violate his duty, 
which would be at war with every principle 
of justice. Let us wait for the overt act. 


The fugitive slave law has been carried 


into execution in every contested case since 
the commencement of the present, adminis- 
tration. Let us trust that the state legis- 
latures will repeal their unconstitutional 
and obnoxious enactments. Unless this 
shall be done without any unnecessary de- 
lay, it is impossible for any human power 
to save the Union ; and the southern states 
have a right to deuiand this act of justice 
from the northern states, 
Should this be 


refused, the injured states, after having 
first used all peaceful means to obtain re- 
dress, would be justified in revolutionary 
resistance to the government of the Union. 


The alleged principle, that as each state 


became a party to the Union by the vote of 
its own people assembled in convention, so 
any one of them may retire from the Union 
in a similar manner, by the vote of such 
convention, is wholly inconsistent with the 
history as well as the character of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 


He then rehearses a portion of General 


Jackson's messages of 1833, relative to^the 
nullification ordinance of South Carolina, 
and says this government was intended by 
its founders to be perpetual, aud not to be 
annulled at the pleasure of any one of the 
contracting parties. 


The president then enumerates the powers 


conferred on congress by the Federal gov- 
ernment, and that these powers'may be ef- 
fectual, it also possesses the right to lay and 
collect all import duties and other taxes, 
and has adopted effectual means to restrain 
the states from interfering. In order still 
further to secure uninterrupted exercise of 
those high powers against state interposi- 
tion, it is provided that this Constitution 
and the laws of the United States which 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and all 
treaties made, or which shall be made, un- 
der the authority of the United States, shall 
be the supreme law of Ihe land, and the 
judges in every state shall be bound thereby 
anything in the constitution or laws of any 
state or territory to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 
The government created By the 


Constitution, and deriving its authority from 
the sovereign people of each of the several 
slates, has precisely the same right to exer- 
cise its power over tie people of all these 
states in the enumerated cases, that each 
one of them possesses over subjects not del- 
egated to the United States, but reserved to 
the states respectively, or to the people. To 
the extent of the delegated powers the Con- 
stitution of the United States is as much a 
part of the Constitution of each state and is 
as binding on its people, as though it had 
been actually inserted therein. 


This government, therefore, is a great 


and powerful government, invested with all 
the attributes of sovereignty over the spe- 
cial subjects to which its authority extends. 


resign, a successor may be appointed to per- 
form this duty. It is not believed that any 
attempt will be made to expel the United 
States from its property there by force, but 
if in this I should prove to be mistaken, 
the officers in command of the forts have 
received orders to act strictly on the defen- 
sive. In such a contingency the responsi- 
bility for consequences would rightfully rest 
upon the heads of the assailants. 


In reference to recognizing a seceding 


state as an independent government by the 
President, he says that would be a naked 
act of usurpation on his part, and it is his 
•duty to submit to congress the whole ques 
tion in all its bearings. The probability of 
an emergeney soou arising when congress 
well be call on to decide the question wheth- 
er it possesses power to compel a state to 
remain in the Union, authorizes him to ex- 
press the opinion that no such power has 
been delegated to congress or to any other 
departments of the federal government. 
It 


is evident that this is not among the specif- 
ic and enumerated powers granted to con- 
gress, and it is equaUy apparent that its ex- 
ercise is not necessary aud proper for car- 
rying into execution auy one of these pow- 
ers. 


The President declares that to make war 


upon a state is at variance with the spirit of 
the constitution. After having conquered a 
state, how are we to govern it ? We could 
not govern it by despotic power, nor could 
we by physical force compel its people to 
elect a senator and representative, aud per- 
form all other duties appertaining to an in- 
dependent state. 


The fact is that our union rests upon 


public opinion and can never be cemented 
by the blood of its citizens shed in civil 
war. 
If it cannot live in the affections of 


its people, it must one day perish. Con- 
gress possesses many means of preserving 
it by conciliation, but the sword is not 
placed in their hands to preserve it by force; 
but may I be permitted solemnly to invoke 
my countrymen to pause and deliberate 
before they determine to destroy this, the 
grandest temple which has ev«r been dedi- 
cated to human freedom since the world 
began! It has been consecrated by the 
blood of our fathers, by the g'.ories of the 
past, and by the hopes of the future, 
The 


union has already made us the most pros- 
perous, and ere long will, if preserved, ren- 
der us the most powerful nation on the face 
of the earth. In every region of the globe 
the title of American citizen is held in the 
highest respect, and when pronounced in a 
foreign land, it causes the hearts of our 
countrymen to swell with honest pride.— 
Surely, when we reach the brink of the 
yawning abyss we shall recoil with horror 
from the fatal plunge. By such a dread 
catastrophe the hopes of the friends of 
freedom throughout the world would be de- 
stroyed, and a long night of leaden despot- 
ism would enshroud the nations. 


Our example for more than eighty years 


would not only be lost) but it would be quo- 
ted as a conclusive proof that man is unfit 
for self-government. 


The slavery question, like everything hu- 


man, 
will have its day. I firmly believe 


that it has already reached aud pass.ecl the 
culminating point; but if iu the midst of 
the existing excitement the union shall 
perish, the evil may then become irrepara- 
ble. 
Congress can "contribute much to 


avoid it by proposing and recommending 
to the legislatures of the several states the 
remedy for existing evils, which the consti- 
tution has itself provided for its own pres- 
ervation. 


The President proposes that his explana- 


tory amendment to the constitution be 
adopted by congress for the final settle- 
ment of the true construction of the con- 
stitution on three special points : Express 
recognition of the right of property in 
slaves in the states where it now exists or 
may hereafter exist. The duty of protect- 
ing this right in all the common territory 
throughout their territorial existence, and 
until they shall be admitted as states in the 
union, with or without slavery, as their 
censtitutions may prescribe. A like recog- 
nition of the right of- the master to have 
his slave who has escaped from one state 
to another, restored and delivered up to 
.him; and of the validity of the fugitive 
slave law enacted forthis purpose, together 
with a declaration thai the state laws im- 
pairing or defeating this right are a viola 
tion of the constitution and are conse- 
quently null and void. 


Such an explanatory amendment would, 


it is believed, forever terminate the existing 
dissensions, and restore peace and harmony 
among the states.
